Madrid, December 13. 


Efterday the King receiv'd an E from 
the Viceroy of Valencia, with Advice, 
that the Rebels of Denia having receiv'’d 
- a Reinforcemnt of Men from Barcelona, 
> came before the Town of Gandia, and 
eafily took it, (the Regiment of Horfe of Nabot 
which confifting moftly of Catalonians declaring for 
them,) feizing Collonel Zuniga and other Officers ; 
but the Duke of Gandia made his Efcape. There 
is a Report the Rebels have alfo made themfelves 
Mafters of the Jown of Oliva, but it feems to want 
Confirmation. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated January 5. 
Barcelona, November 3. Seven Battallions are or- 
der’d to march from hence towards Tortofa. The 
Enemy have caus’d 4 Regiments of Horfe to advance 
to the Frontier of the Kingdom of Valencia. Thefe 
Regiments are very weak, except that of Catalonians 
commanded by Gollonel Nabor, who has 3 Brothers 
in the Service of King Charles, that havé excited 
the open Gountry of Afragon ahd fome Places in the 
Kingdom of Valencia to rife, "Tis hop’d their Bro- 
ther will come over to King Charles with his Regi- 
ment. Preparations are made here for his Majefty’s 
publick Entry into this City And a great deal of 
Mowcey being laid out for rendering that Entry mag- 
nifice..:. his Majefty defir'd fo ufelefs a Charge might 
be fpard ; but the People will noc hear of good Hus- 
banire on this Occaiioa, declaring they were forc’d 
to ce at Expence againft iseir Wills for the Duke of 
Avjou’s En:-y, and now they have a King their 
Hi arts defr’d 2nd whom God has fent them as it 
were by “diracle, they will be profufe. A Regiment 
of Horfe and 1 of Drsgues are form’d for King 
arles: And others are levying. . 
” F:om the Paris Gazcite, dated January 2. 
*_--Yemice, December 12. General Toralba has caus’d 
Count Galeazzo Bofel!i to be fiez’d near Lodi by 
Order of the Prince of Vandemont, and to be car- 
- gied to Milan where be is put into the Dungeon of 
the Gaftle. The 7th cf this Month Prince Ercolani 
the Emperor's Ambefador arriv’d incognito in this 
City ; he did not notify his Arrival tothe Senate till 
the oth. Signior Collalio Archbithop of Corfu, died 
here the 8th. Letrers from Conftantinople of the 
‘4th of taft Month, inform us the Plague rag’d fo 
violently there, that feveral Streets were insite! y de- 
ferted ; the furviving Inhabitants being retir’d into 
“the Country. An Ambaffador from the King of 
Perfia, attended by a Train of 700 Horfe, was ex- 
pected there. The Grand Signior had fent Officers 
‘to meet him according to Cuftom. E 
From the Paris Gazete, dated Janmary 2. 
From the Camp near Lonato, Dec. 16, A Courier 
has brought Prince Eugene the Emperor's Order for 
the Diftribution of Winter Quarters. That Prince 
is ftill encamp’d in the fame Places, notwithftanding, 


as Deferters regot, his Troops fuffeg very much :- 


be fcarce; the Duke of Vendome has caus’d 200 
Waggons to be brought from the Modeneze, to fetch 
Forrage from Goito and Rivalta, whither a great 
Quantity: is brought from the Magazines of Mantua, 
Prince Eugene having Intelligence, thar the Count 
de Mcdavy pafs’d the Mela the 14th and was ad. 
vane'd to the Gates of Brefcia, fent a Detachment to 
reinforce the Body that General Vifconti commands 
at Rezato, on the Canal that goes from the Chiefe 
to Brefcia. |

From the Imperial Camp neav Lonato, Dec. 18, The 
12th we had Intelligence, that the Generals Toralba 
and Medavy, who are advanc'd to Brefcia, began to 
throw up a Line to fecure themfelves in that Poft ; 
as alfo that the French were arming feme Barks to 
cruife on the Lake of Garda. The 13th and rqth 
nothing pafs’d worth Notice; it rain’d bard both 
Days. ‘he 15th we were inform'’d by Deferiers 
that fome Boats were brought from Mantua on 
Waggons, to ke employ’d on the Lake of Garda < 
And from Salo we heard, that almoft all our Bag- 
¢ e was fent over that Lake. The 16th General 

ifconti being indifpos’d was bronghr hither from 
Rezato, and Major General Baron Weekel was or- 
der’d to march hence with fome Troops and take 
upon him the Command at Rezato. Yefterday he 
march’d thither accordingly, The whole Day we 
and the Enemy fir’d hard at each other with Muf- 
quets, by which 3 of our Men were wounded; but 
we know not the Enemy’s Lofs. To Day we had 
Intelligence, that foze of the Enemy’s Troops have 
taken Poft near Valefio on the Mincio; probably 
with Defign to get Forrage, of which they are in 
great Want, outof the Veroneze. 

From the Paris Letter, dated January 1. 

Paris, January 1. A Courier from the Duke of 
Vendome, who left Defenzano the 2 tft of laft Month, 
has brought an Account, That by fome Letters of 
Prince Eugene, which were intercepted, ic appear’d, 
that his Troops are in extreme Want of Provifions, 
and that he thinks cf retiring. That however he 
will do all he can to preferve the Poft of Lonato, 
though he is not abfolurely Mafter of it, being pof- 
fefs'd only of the Ditches and Suburbs; and alfo to 
keep Calcinato, Navi, Gavardo, and Salo, into which 
he will diftribute his Foot: But that the Horfe for 
want of Forrage muft be forc’d to march into Ti; 
rol and the Veroneze. The Duke of Vendome be- 
inform’d of Prince Eugene's Defigrs, and be- 
ides {eeing the great Rains continued, !+4s at lengih 
reiolved to put his Troops inro the Winter-Quasters 
he has chofen : And this he was to begin to do the 
26th or 27th, His Foor will be difpos’d from Car- 
penedole to Defenzano on the Lake of Garda, and 
to Valefio on the Mincio. His Horfe will be fentto 
get Forrage in the Modeneze ; the Forrage that was
